G en ­ 
eral O ’R yan’s s ta te m e n t says: 
“T he health of th e New York d iv i­ 
sion. due to tile character of its p er 
sonnet, Its discipline and the rigid rules 
regarding liquor, is so rem arkable th at 
the official reports concerning the sick 
rate should be o f Interest not only to 
the m en of th e division, but to those 
m isguided an d em otional iiereon* at 
home who have been breaking Into the 
press about conditions on the border."
